Character of lli« Protocol. 


As to the character of the protocol It

a week ago.

that the extra conditions or qualifica- 
tions sought to be imposed by the Span- 
ish government were abandoned at least 
in large part, by the French ambassa- 
dor.

stone set his hand for the lirst time to au 
important undertaking of constructive 
statesmanship, and tho verdict must be 
that ho was not equal to it, says The At- 
lantic. His lifo work has been'in reform- 
ing statesmanship. In that he has had no 
peer. He has been, we may say, the great- 
est of those peace-fill revolutionists who 
lift and carry nations forward out of old 
conditions into new, who reconcile their 
institutions with advancing time and 
Jnnho them participant in the progress of 
tho world. But this reparativo work, 
most useful perhaps that true statesman- 
ship can do, wins commonly less of tho 
admiration of mankind than the framing 
of political systems and tho building of 
states. 
Bismarck and Cavour, among 


Gladstone's contemporaries, aro more than 
likoly to rank above him in present ai;d 
future opinion as belonging to an order of 
statesmen that is superior in its kind. 
Tho justice of that opinion is far from 
suro. It turns moHtly npon a question of 
wciptht in n.ornl qualities that aro widely 
opposed. But tho fact of it is to bo reoog- 
nizod, and BO, too, is tho fact that, when 
Glndsitnw attempted a serious work of 
constructive statofimnnship ho failed.

It is significant that the "Remember- 


the-Jlaine" spirit which was so preva- 
lent at the beginning of the war has 
to all apearances subsided. "We hear 
nothing about it in connection with the 
discussion over the terms of peace. At 
one time there was a great deal said 
about 
demanding 
reparation, 
from 


Spain for this terrible disaster when 
terms of. peace were to be discussed; 
but now that conditions of peace have 
teen offered it does not appear that 
the Mains incident has been brought 
into the question at all. 


This is certainly as it should be. The 


'destruction of Slgsbee's noble ship with 
its gallant crew, was one of the great- 
est tragedies of the century, and stirred 
the American people to the very depths. 
Spain has never acknowledged herself 
guilty of the crime which the strongest 
kind of circumstantial evidence has 
placed at her door. Nevertheless the 
'American people have felt morally con- 
vinced of her responsibility of the das- 
tardly act, and have been, even though 
unconsciously, influenced by such con- 
viction. 


But there is nothing vindictive in 


American 
character. 
If Spain was 


guilty of destroying the Maine she has 
sinned most grievously, and most gre- 
viously has she answered for it. For 
one American battleship she has lost 
two whole fleets, which were practical- 
ly aJl of her naval force available for 
effective warfare. For 266 sailors vt ho 
went down with the Maine and 
2.")3 


soldiers killed in front of Santiago, 
Spain has lost 11,000 men killed. She is 
about to lose Cuba and Porto Rico, if 
not the Philippines—all the .result of a 
war which perhaps might have been 
avoided if it had not been for that hor- 
rible deed at Havana on the lath day 
of February. 


The Maine has already been amply 


"remembered," and it belongs to a 
magnanimous nation like ours to tem- 
per justice toward a humiliated enemy 
with that mercy whose "quality is not 
Strained.".

Indian experience and should therefore 
know the West Indian character well said 
this morning thnt such mou as those two 
paragraphs referred to could undoubtedly 
liml an unusually fertile field for crooked 
operations in the islands of the Caribbean 
sea for u long time after the close of tho 
war. In his judgment, the pepple of Porto 
Rico especially are ready to believe any- 
thing said and indorse everything done by 
Americans. For this reason, ho argues, 
great care should bo taken by tho military 
governors sent to our West Indian posses- 
sions against the admission of petty swin- 
dlers, fake gamblers, etc., to the islands. 
The reactionary distrust sure to "follow a 
series of small frauds perpetrated by Amer- 
icans would undoubtedly complicate tho 
work of tho provisional governments tre- 
mendously. 


This man would evon be in favor of £ 


federal ruling prohibiting men known to 
bu professional gamblers or reputed to bo 
adventurers of the shady sort from visit- 
ing anyaif our newly acquired islands for 
a term 01 yours, not oaly for the simplifi- 
cation of tho governmental problem anc 
the protection of the too credulous inhab- 
itants, but also out of regard for tho fu- 
ture of legitimate American business en- 
terprises. Once let a few dishonest Amer- 
icans establish bad repute for men "from 
the States" among the people just eman- 
cipated from Spanish misrule and there 
would bo sinister suspicions of everything 
and everrliody American quite commen- 
Buratv with tho intensely opposite senti- 
ments which, now prevail. 
Troubles un- 


numbered and unexpected would then be- 
set tho paths of those to whom tho task of 
establishing the provisional governments 
is intrusted, an embarrassing lack of con- 
fidence in all American schemes would, 
prevail, and tho progress of the islands 
would be sec back for many years. 


Exports to South America. 


Certain exporters of this city aro a good 


deal ereroised just now over the attitude 
of tho business men of South American 
countries toward goods from tho United 
States. It seems that, although every one 
of these countries, save Brazil, became a 
republic by virtue of the ability to throw 
off the yoke of Spain, the great majority 
of tho inhabitants who hold opinions at 
all are and have been from the beginning 
of the war distinctly pro-Spanish and anti- 
American in sentiment. 


This may appear like a strange state- 


ment to somo readerg, especially in view 
of tho fact that it is almost invariably tho 
custom of South American countries to 
appeal to tho great republic of tho north 
whenever trouble is feared from old world 
sources. And yet the South American 
pro-Spanish feeling has long been known 
to be interfering materially with our 
South American trado. According to one 
man whose exports to the South American 
reptiblies have for years form_ed a large pro- 
portion of his entire business, tho ship- 
ments thithsr from tho port of New York 
have fallen off quite one-half in the last 
three months. 


Some decrease was to have been expect- 


ed perhaps during war without regard to 
sentiment, but tho magnitude of the drop 
has been most surprising, especially when 
it is remembered that our general export 
business is gradually increasing. 
Time 


will undoubtedly bring our South Ameri- 
can trado back to its old level, but there is 
no question that it is just now in an 
alarmingly languishing condition.

The 
source fr<jjn whiqh they originated ia 
8omQ\vh!)t ebaCure, but tbo general be- 
lief is th^t tli'0 ttjtiive stock of tho coun- 
try was built t>p by" selection and the help 
of dome foreign breeds brought in for 
tbe purpoge ol improving the dairy stock 
of tho country. There is good reason to 
believe that tbo Teeswater, or old stylo 
of Dnrbaip, teas tbe chief factor in the 
establishnj'eut of the Ayrshire, for both 
resomblo the Durham, and the common 
report of the country indicates swch an 
origin. 


The conaty of Ayr is, in its climate 


and natural resources, admirably calcu- 
lated to originate and foster a hardy 
and enduring race of cattle, being of 
naturally strong and productive soil, 
but swept by frequent coast storms of 
stiflicicnt seventy to try the constitu- 
tion of the most hardy cattio. The nat- 
ural combination of severe climate- and 
good food and tho Scotch method of 
compelling the cows to roam over the 
heath in all Weathers was calculated to 
develop snch traits of constitution and 
dairy quality as wpuld fit them for Can- 
ada and the New England states. 


They were introduced into Canada by 


the early Scotch settlers and have ever 
been a favorite bfeed in all that north-

ern country. At a. some what later period 
they were introduced into New Eng- 
land by the Massachusetts Society For 
tbe Promotion of; Agriculture and by a 
few private individuals in New Eng- 
land and the middle states. 
They 


were found to be a desirable breed of 
cattle of wonderful dairy quality and 
unusual hardiness and in* every way 
adapted to tho needs of the dairyman, 
except that they had short teats, the re- 
sult of selection and breeding in Scot- 
land where, the milking being done by 
women, the preference was naturally 
for small teats, ^but in America the 
milking is done" by men who want a 
long, large teat that they can easily grasp 
with tho full baud. This was a serious 
objection to the Ayrshire, and in spite 
of hor great dairy ability sho became 
unpopular with all but her best friends, 
who believed that the defect might be 
remedied. 
The Scotch have continued 


the general type of tho original breed, 
with blocky, compact body and short 
teats, and the Canadians have closely 
followed the home type of Scotland, 
but the breeders of the United States 
have changed tho objectionable charac- 
teristics and produced a type of this 
breed that fits them for the needs of our 
dairymen without sacrificing the dairy 
quality. 


Thsro is today a marked difference 


between the Scotch type and the type in 
tho United States. The Scotch and the 
Canadian cattle have whiter, larger 
horns, smaller and 
more 
compact 


bodies, a smaller and better shaped ud- 
der, -with shorter and smaller teats, 
While tho breeds of the United States 
have sacrificed tho nonessentials and 
built up the strictly useful. While our 
Ayrshires may to a Scotch eye lack in 
symmetry they excel in dairy qualities, 
and are what tho dairymen demand, 
hardy, useful, everyday cows.

WorltJ, botji upo.n land, apd water, there is 
a wide .distinction between the different 
ranks jitiltl by the o'ffioors. 
Usually the 


rank of a ihijitwy oj naval man is ob- 
tained by long service pr l>y appointment 
by congress pr th$ presjgent. Sometimes, 
however, rank is given to an officer bo- 
causo ho has (Joqe something which at- 
tracts tho attention of'his superiors. 


Iji order to distinguish an officer from a 


common Soldier, tbo government has 
adopted various marks of rank, which aro 
worn by the oflicers, both in timo of war 
and peace. During tlje fprmor these signs 
aro less conspicuous, for during a battle 
tho sharpshooters always try to pick off 
the officers, so that tho sOJAiers will have 
tto ono to command them. 


If any ono who read,? this article should 


Jn time of peace go aboard" a man-of-war 
or in a gathering Qf "naval officers, ho 
would notlea a groat amount Of gold laco 
upon thQir u,njforius ajicl seo tho insignia 
of raqk upqh thejr sftouiders. But in war- 
time each ofljc^r nflfe away his gaudy uni- 
form. Instead of thg sjiouldor straps tho 
mark of i$n|j;'jg%u6ru upon the collar of 
tho coat. Ats ^flmiral', the highest officer 
in tho nftvy, iy0j;r§ fpdr .silver stars and 
two anchors apoh' jlis ^houWer straps or 
collar; a vice ndmtfai; th?ee st^ra and one 
anchor; a .rear admiral, ftn anchor with a 
star on either ^Sdff; a cpijiiriodpre, a star 
with an anchor ^n either side; a captain, 
a silver eagle and two anchors, and a 
lieutenant an'ailc-jiof wi.tli ^t'vf-o silver bars 
on each side. TljefO are ajso many petty 
and norrcomtnissjfificii officers who wea'r 
tho insignia of thoir rank on their sleeves 
above the eibo'w'. ' 'i]h> higher officers also 
wear gold bdnds jlBftn their sleeves, run- 
ning about the Wrists.

Tho lowest commissioned officer in tho 


navy is an ensign. He wears a single sil- 
ver anchor on his shoulder strap. It is tho 
ambitiop of each ensign to change his 
stripes for those of a lieutenant. There 
are n'any cases on record where an ensign 
showed great bravery during a battle, and 
his name was sen$ to Washington with a 
recommendation from his commander that 
he be promoted. Often an ensign was sent 
on a dangerous mission and got his lieu- 
tenant's stripes that v&»y. Usually, how- 
ever, he bt<S to wait till some odcer abovo 
him is' promoted or dies or retires, and 
then he moves up. jn rank. 


Every sailor and soldier knows that in 


timo Of war his superiors aro watching 
him and that if ho shows himself a bra\« 
man lie stands a, good chance of being pro- 
moted. It is a ttfatter of great pride to 
add an esferA b$r to his shoulder straps or 
to have qno of tho'maqy insignias of rank 
put on his uriWoxiii. There are, besides the 
honor of being an Officer, bettor pay with 
each additional rjso in rank, more com- 
fortable quarters iyld' more personal lib- 
erty. All those thjngs make the soldiers 
more am'bitious.tt) gui,n promotion. 


In the army the insignia of rank is 


Somewhat fekaijafto that of the navy, but 
even in active service an army officer $till 
Wears his shonlder straps. 
The general is 


the highest o'ficer of the army 
His rank 


is shown J>y aft ci^lo with, a star on each 
side. A liejitenant general wears three 
stars on his shoulder straps, a major gen- 
eral two, a brjg£f!ieY general one, u, Colonel 


t& silver e(»glfc, a lieutenant colonel two sil- 
ver loaves, a major: two gold leaves, a cap- 
tain four silver bars and a lieutenant two 
bars. Tho noncommissioned officers wear 
their devices of rank upon their sleeves. A 
general may also he distinguished by the 
arrangement of the buttons on his coat. 
One of the jokes credited to General Grant 
was ono about the-buttons on his ooat. A 
major general wears two rows of buttons, 
nine in each row and each row divided in- 
to groups of three. Ono day Grant was 
clad in a military cfiat much thowofjso fcr 
wear and 'from whfcji all but three buttons 
had been t<JW5. An officer brought him 
word that be had just been prsibotcd to 
tho rank of major general. 


"Well," eaid Grant, pointing to the 


group of three buttons, ''-you see, I have 
anticipated tho order and have my gen- 
eral's uniform." 
1 Besides trfi chance which a soldier or 
sailor has of becoming an officer and wear- 
Ing an insignia of rank tbero is another 
thing which ho works for during war- 
time, but this is confined principally to 
tho navy. It is tho matter of prize money. 
It is tho rule of the United States iinvy 
that when tho crew of a vessel captures 
another ship the prize is to bo sold and a 
part of tho proceeds divided among the 
officers and sailors. If- the captured Ship 
was equal in fighting strength to the cap- 
tor, all the prize money goe& to the victors, 
but if the prizo was weaker half goes to 
the sovernmenb, and the remaining half is 
divitJed among the crew and oflicers. 


In such a division, the commissioned 


oflicers come in far a larger share, so it is 
well to be as high an oflicer as possible. 
Tho commacdcr of a fleet receives ono- 
twenticth of all tho prizo money awarded 
to any ship in his command. The captain 
of a single vessel receives one-tenth of tho 
money awarded to his vessel, but gets 
nothing from the prues of any of the oth- 
er ships ot tbo fleet to which he belongs. 
Tho remaining oflicers and zcembprs of 
the crew of tho vessel whioh has miidc tho 
capture receive prizo money in accord- 
ance with thoir rank ami pay. Tbe lower 
a man is in tho navy the less prize, money 
be gets. A common sailor may goj SStiO 
us Ins shajre where if ho wero a licutsn.-int 
ho might receive t-.vicc that sum.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune.

Country GentiOQan, is positive in the 
belief that cows artNUJJnrcd bycontinu* 
ous milking. In the fif^t place continu- 
ous milking where the coV bears a calf 
once a year is very much on tiis princi- 
ple of milking a spayed cow as far aa 
tb.o milk is concerned—the quantity it 
sot increased at tho birth of tho calf< 
and although an increase may bo look- 
ed for at the end of a week or two this 
does not make the difference in the flow 
that a period of rest does. Four weeks' 
ro-st even will cause a cow to "make 
bag, "and a full flow will ensue after 
tho birth of the calf. Thus annually re- 
enforcod the milk flow is appreciably 
greater than when continuous milking 
is practiced. 


During the last week of pregnancy a 


marked change occuis in the quality of 
the milk aldo. 
Who will say that it is 


fit for human food at this time? If mix- 
ed with the milk from teveral other 
cows, no apparent change may be no- 
ticeable, yet in a small dairy it often 
causes trouble. 


Not long since one of my neighbors 


stopped me as I was passing to ask if 
I could tell what was the matter with 
their cream. 
It would not churn into 


butter; all efforts wero unavailing. Hot 
or coid, sweet or sour, still tho butter 
refusod to come. As they kept but two 
cows the thought suggested itself that 
possibly the difficulty lay in the milk of 
one of them. Inquiry revealed the fact 
that one was due to calve soon. I advis- 
ed leaving out the milk from this cow, 
believing that the cause of the trouble. 
And so it proved. 
But ono churning 


was done after this before the cow 
calved, and this one gave no trouble 
whatever. After calving the milfe from 
the other cow was used as before, and 
no further annoyance resulted. 
Thia 


proved to nay neighbor conclusively that 
the milk of the cow scon to calve was 
the sole cause of the difficulty. 


Here we have two weighty arguments 


in opposition to milking the cow con- 
tinuously : First, the failure to increase ' 
her me#s, as if she would do if allowed 
to rest;' second, that the milk is unfit 
for use. Another might bo urged—that 
the milk Which is needed for the regu- 
lation of tlie young calf's system it is 
deprived of by reason of emptying the 
udder during the weeks immediately 
preceding .its birth. This may not he 
essential' to life or even vitality, but it 
has always been considered essential as 
a regulator* of the bowels, and when 
the calf is deprived of such properties as ' 
are therein Contained may not some de- 1 
Scicncy in fnture "itality and strength 
be looked for? 


Sentiment has small place in the 


modern dairy, yet to me it seems but a 
fitting reward for the year's labors to 
let each cow have a few weeks' rest 
each year. Let them run at pasture 
with tho young cattle or come up to 
the barn with the others, but it seems 
as if cow sense can and does appreciate 
a little vacation, as it were, in the 
treadmill round nf lifp.—one perpetual 
milking night and morning year in 
and year out. The proper period of rest 
is about a month. 


Flavor In Batter. 


The reason why butter varies so 


markedly in its market value is almost 
entirely owing to the difference in its 
flavor. Flavor in butter is that quality 
which affects the taste, and it is the 
presence or absence of flavor that com- 
mends or condemns the bntter to the 
consumer. 
Generally speaking, the 


principal sources of butter flavor are 
two—namely, 
the conditions 
under 


which the milk is secreted and drawn 
from tho cow and the conditions to 
which the milk is subjected after it is 
drawn and before it is manufactured 
into butter. It is generally conceded 
(although some experiments have prov- 
ed otherwise) that as a cow advances in 
her period of lactation tbe flavor of the 
butter she produces deteriorates. Why 
this is so the writer is not advised, but 
it is a fact, however, that as a cow ap- 
proaches parturition the milk becomes 
more or less abnormal in that the milk 
serum becomes more viscous, the fat 
globules smaller, and the milk creamst 
less exhaustively and churns with more 
difficulty. 
The flavor of the butter is 


not necessarily bad, but there is a de- 
cided lack of that fine, quick, aromatic 
odor which tho best markets demand 
and are willing to pay for. The differ- 
ence in flavor between fresh cows and 
strippers is so marked that some dairy- 
men will not pay as much per 100 
pounds for milk from a herd where most 
of tho cows are well advanced in their 
period of lactation, even though it be 
richer in fat, as they will for milk from 
a herd the most of which are fresh 
cows. 


To Keep Cows From Kicking:. 


It is always the best milker that gives 


tho most trouble in milking. 
This is 


really cause and effect, for having the 
udder filled with milk makes it very 


asitive to the touch and requires very 


careful handling not to hurt the cow. 
Tho natural result is that such cows are 
aeateu and ill used, thus causing them 
to hold up the milk and usually to do 
some vigorous kicking as tho result of 
;he pain they are suffering. 
If there is 


a large amount of milk thus retained, 
it is likely to causo garget and per- 
manently spoil the cow. 
Generally if 


:hu cow kicks most milkmen will either 
sick back or will take a safer means by 
getting far enough away so that the 
cow cannot kick them and belabor her 
over tho back and sides. Such measures 
arc cruel and wholly xvnnecessary. If a 
ring is put in the cow's nose and,her 
head is fastened np so that she cannot

Much has been written concerning the

chinery are placed. Of the power of de- 
struction of the guns both at short and 
long range mounted on these vessels 
much is known, for before being placed 
on the ships they are thoroughly tested 
as to strength and the distance they 
can throw shells with telling effect. 
With the ships it was different, for, 
while they were constructed on the most 
scientific plans, their ability to with- 
stand shells thrown from the guns o£ 
ail enemy was an unknown quantity.

Those vessels now con- 
sidered slow will he practically useless 
for other than purposes of harbor de- 
fense with the advent of the inevitable 
new type. The speed of the vessels will 
be increased, giving the battleships not 
less than IS and the cruisers from 21 to 
23 knots. This will be necessary to cope 
with foreign nations and the rapid ad- 
dition of fast transatlantic liners to the 
auxiliary iist of the "sea powers" of the 
world.

Cooking For 


Our Sailors. 


One of the busiest places on board a 


modern man-of-war is the cook's galley. 
Preparing three meals a day for from 
200 to 600 men is a big contract. No- 
where in the world is so big a job dona 
,vith less fuss and more economy than 
on board an American warship. 


The bluejackets do their own cooking. 


The captain may have his special stew- 
ard and the senior officers the Japanese 
chef, but <he men who mess forward 
choose their cook from among- their own. 
number. He may not live on the fat 
of the land, but Jack wants his food 


ell cooked and sees to it that it is so. 
The galley in the modern battleship 


is a distinct apartment, with steel walls. 
An immense lange of latest pattern, 
supplemented by smaller stoves, is pre- 
sided over by the cooks of the different 
messes aft and the ship's cook. 
The 


ship's cook is arbiter of all disputes, and 
his position is one of considerable emol- 
ument. 


Most of the cooks on American men» 


of-war are landsmen, but many of them 
earn the wages of chief pr-tty officei:-. 
The pay of a landsman is S1G a month, 
but there are cooks for chief petty offi- 
cers' messes in the navy who receive 
from the men belonging to the me:ses 
as much as $50 a month for their serv- 
ices. The messes give' their cook what- 
ever they choose, iiut the lowest sum 
paid on 3. man-ot-war is $15 a month. 


The division of mess on i oard a man- 


of-war is arranged by rule. The admiral 
and captain eat by themselves in soli- 
tary grandeur in their respective cabins, 
each having a steward, cook and serv- 
ants to look after his aomfort. Tha 
wardroom is occupied by the senior offi- 
cers. In the steerage mess are the jun- 
ior officers and paymaster's clerk. The 
warrant officers, boatswain, carpenter, 
gunner and sailmaker have an apart- 
ment to themselves. The chief petty 
officers have a corner of the berth deck 
for their table. The marines, firemen, 
petty officers and sailors are messed in 
their respective parts of the berth deck. 


The cooks are called by the corporal 


of the guard 30 minutes before the re- 
veille in the morning to give them time 
to prepare the great pots, or rather 
pails, of coffee, which are given out hot 
and steaming directly after hammocks 
are stowed. Coffee is made by drawing 
boiling water into pails containing tha 
ground berry. Condensed milk and sug- 
ar are added to suit the taste of the 
cook himself. 


At 7 o'clock the mess is piped, and the 


tables, swung from the carline beams 
during the night, are lowered. A striker, 
or cook's helper, arranges the benches 
and sets the table. Each sailor is fur- 
nished with a porcelain plate, a cup of 
the same material and an iron knife, 
fork and spoon. These are contributed 
to the common mess, but if the sailor 
shifts to another mess he takes his gear 
with him. 


Breakfast is placed on the table in the 


iron pot or pans in which it has been 
cooked, and when the final call is sound- 
ed the men lose no time in falling to. 
There is little opportunity for the exer- 
cise of courtesv or table etiquette. Eat- 
ing is a business which requires strict 
attention, and conversation or repartea 
is left to the smoking hour, which fol- 
lows the meal.

INTRODUCTION OF GROOVED RAILS 


Great Improvement In Street Railway 


Tracks On Eagle and Union Streets. 


One of the important features of the 


paving on Kagle and Union streets 
this year is the substitution of grooved 
rails for its present rails by the street 
railway company, as already briefly 
mentioned. The work of laying these 
will soon begin, following closely the 
excavation on the street. This change 
is an important one in the marked im- 
provement it will make over anything 
else in the line of rails that are laid 
in this city. Eagle street, for some time 
one of the worst of the streets in the 
center of the city, will become one of 
the best for both teams and bicycles. 


The grooved rail differs from others 


in having a broad Hat surface with a 
groove for the fiange of the wheel to 
run in. The brick of the pavement is 
laid t-nu<? with the rail, ao that there is 
almost no break in the pavement of 
the street, and teams and bicycles can 
r-r <•-: 
tl'>> mil? ?pfely at 
<>lmo?t 
any 


anjjle. This rail is the one now laid in 
neaily every city on most pavod 
streets, except 
those 
most heavily 


used, and has come to be regarded as 
a necessity in many places. The street 
railway companies at first opposed it 
bitterly, on account of the fancied in- 
convenience of the lodging of snow 
and ice in the groove so as to prevent 
the tlj.nge from holding. I'.ut Com- 
missioner Emisrh and the street rail- 
way officials consulted with the city 
and' railway authorities of Springfield, 
and found that the groove rail, which 
is extensively used there, was perfectly 
satisfactory to both parties. 


Commissioner Emigh therefore re- 


quested the street 
railway here to 


make the change on Eagle and Union 
streets before the paving was clone, and 
the company agreed to it without objec- 
tion. The change was not suggested 
for Main street last year because the 
packing of snow in the groove on a 
street where the tracks are constantly 
being crossed by teams is more of a 
danger than on a street where the 
tracks are more rarely crossed. 


An effort will be made on Eagle and 


Union streets to delay street car and 
general traffic less than was the case 
at the Main street bridge. The rails 
will be changed immediately after the 
rough excavation on the street and be- 
fore it is entirely closed to travel. Then, 
as previously announced, pitch will be 
used instead of the cement filling be- 
tween and near the tracks, which will 
enable the cars to pass very soon after 
the work is completed.

Career of One of the 
Brothers 


Stockbridge Tragedy.

The latest Berkshire tragedy, the 


murder 
and suicide in West Stock- 


bridge, has attracted wide attention, 
and comments have been numerous on 
the darker portions of Berkshire moun- 
tain life. The Boston Transcript has 
the following on the subject: 


Once again one of the more rural 


Dortlons of Berkshire has attracted 
attention to itself by a double crime 
in which George Webster 
of West 


Stockbridge shot his brother Fred and 
then turned the gun with fatal effect 
upon himself. Had the tragedy been 
revei sed those who knew the two men 
wou!<! not have been so much sur-

. mless. The murdered man in 


hih i 
-r years was regarded as little 


short C'f a desperado, though he cov- 
eie'l up most of his crimes until he 
committ**fl a murderous a^T.ult upon 
Chester Goodale, an aged and promi- 
nent citizen of Egremont. Doubtless 
murder was intended, as the old man 
was left unconscious after his money 
and valuables were taken. 


The crime was the sensation of that 


part of the state, and Webster kept in 
successful hiding for a considerable 
time, but was finally captured and con- 
viction followed, and he was sentenced 
to 15 years in the state prison. 
Evi- 


dences of theft accumulated enough to 
make the sentence 21 years, and he was 
given 10 years more under an old law 
as a common thief. After serving seven 
years his conduct was so exemplary 
that he was pardoned, and no great 
fault has been found with his conduct 
since. He was suspected of another 
murder before the Goodale assault, but 
it was not fixed upon him. Had he 
lived in the west he might have ranked 
with the James brothers and men of 
that stamp. As it was, he was as gen- 
uinely feared as any man in Massa- 
chusetts. 


Surprise in Greenfield,
